After reading the article in last 
week’s News on the subject of Mini- | 
mum Essentials, a (supposedly) new 
method of teaching children, it has 
occurred to some of us that the peo-| 
ple who read the News might be in- 
terested in knowing what their own 
school has been doing to keep in 
touch with up-to-date methods. 

We school people like to have our 
friends know that we try to keep up 
with the times, even though we do 
not talk about our doings to any 
great extent. Therefore we want to 
say that soon after the Minimum Es- 
sentials man advertised his wares at 
Institute last winter, two of our 
teachers went to Monrovia to inves; 
tigate the new system and to see if 
We cared to introduce it in our own 
schools to any great extent. 
| We had a pleasant visit, and Mr. 
Thompson very kindly gave us speci- 
men sheets to carry home after tak- 





|ing us to several schools where the 
method was being used. 
| It is not an entirely new method, 


| however, as a number of us can tes- 
tify from our own experience. But 
it is new in respects to the expense 
and the plan of doing away with all 
/ other text books. 

When we came home we were eager 
to buy the material and begin cer- 
| tain of the drills at once. But after 
most carefully considering the mat- 
ter, we decided not to spend the 
public's money until more prosperous 
times came to our community. 

However, we used the method to 
;some extent without the sheets— 
;}and we hope to introduce the sheets 
at the opening of the new school 
year. 

But should like to add_ that 
| there is really no short or very easy 
Way to learning. Not even with 
Minimum Essentials is it possible for 
our children to arrive at a_ high 
standard of preparation for life's du- 
ties, without work, and plenty of it. 
Good hard, conscientious work, every 
day, week in and week out. 

There is much to be done, of 
course, to make our schools more 
and more efficient. There are many 
reforms we should like to see car- 
ried out, and we are doing all we 
can, with the help of our loyal people 
of Upland to back us, to make our 
Upland Grammar school the very, 
very best in our State or any other.
